“  This  Female  Missionary  Society  owes  its  ex 
istence  to  a  few  ladies,  communicants  of  this 
Church,  who  feeling  deeply  for  the  spiritual  wants 
of  the  Episcopal  Church  at  large,  resolved  to  adopt 
some  plan  by  way  of  a  fair  experiment  to  promote 
its  extension  and  prosperity.  They  therefore  de- 
ternuaed  to  appropriate  the  avails  of  their  industry 
and  such  contributions  of  money  as  they  could  af< 
>ford  to  bestow  from  time'lo  time,  to  the  noble  cause 
■of  ‘  Missions.’  |

12th  of  August,  1830,  and  duly  organized  a  M^ig. 
sionary  Society,  auxtttary  to  tne  iYenerai  IH* 
ary  Society  of  the  PtxHcstaot  Episcopal  ^l,hurch  in 
America. 

“  ‘This  Society,  says  its  Consti\uion,  shall  be 
called, ‘The  Epuscopal  FcmaK  Domestic  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,’  to  promote  zeal  and  benevo¬ 
lence  of  its  members,  for  \iig  prosperitv  and  hap¬ 
piness  of  the  particulai'  Church  to  which  they  be¬ 
long,  and  of  the  Chu'.ch  at  large,  by  raising  funds 
for  the  aid  of  the  Fiomestic  and  Foreign  Missiona¬ 
ry  Society  of  tb.e  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
America.
